edthere. Others take Hell to fignify only the 


_ Grave, fo that nothing is meant by his Defcent thi- 


ther, but that he was Buried. Others again In- 
trepret the meaning to be that he was in the Strate 
of the Dead, which Opinion has been much fa- 
vored by Learned Men. Others make the Expref- 
fion Figurative, fignifying that Chrift in his Pafii- 
Onendured Unexpreffible Torments equal to thofe 
Which the Damned in Hell Suffer, fince he Suffer- 


ed not only the Torments of his Perfecutors, but 


likewife the Anger of God againft the Sins of the 
Whole World Poured forth upon bis Soul, and 


throwing him into that Bloody Agony in the Gar- 
den, and making him Cry out upon the Crofs, 
My God, my God, why baft thou forfaken me? Thefe 
are the Principal Opinions concerning the Senfe of 
this Article; and there are feveral others of lefs

A. Since theie two Ceremonies are neither pre- 
fcribed by our Church, nor obferved by many e- 
ven of her moft Obedient Members, whatever Ob- 
jections may be made againft them will not con- | 
cern the Charch, but only thofe of her Members 
that do obferve them; for whofe particular Vin- 
dication we fhou’d be Imprudent if we fhou’d fo far 
Intereft our felves, as to pretend that thefe rwo Ce- 
remonies are grounded upon any fuch ftrength of — 
Reafon, asco render thofe that do not obferve them 
liable to the Cenfure of wanting any due Piety and 
Reverence in the Worfhip of God. We shall there- 
fore rather Anfwer with the Judicious Hooker, Ec- 
cl. Pol. B. 5. Se. 30. That by them which Trou- 
ble us with thefe Doubts, we wou'd be more wil- 
lingly refolved of a greater Doubt, whether it be 
not akind of taking God’s Name in vain, to De- 
bafe Religion with fuch Frivolous Difputes, a Sin 
to beftow Time and Labor upon them.

ward, who need to be Taught by Difpuration what 
is meet. | 

Pray, Gentlemen, Whe was the firit Inventor of 

Noah's Ark appears to have been the firft 
Pattern and Inftance for Navigation, as is proba- 
ble from the Silence of all Authors Sacred and Pro- 
fane concerning Navigation before the Flood, and 
from the particular Directions which God gave to 
Noah for the Building of fuch a Fabrick, which 
{eems to be an Argument that Noab had no Noti- 
on of any thing betore. But fuch an Inftance of 
being once given, it was eafy for Pofterity to alter 
or Improve tt.

A, After the Roman: had caft off Regal Govern- 
ment and fet up the For of a Common- Wealth, 
they wou'd no longer enduie the Laws their Kings 
had made. And becavie a Yratent Supply of 
Laws was neceflary, and ye in the Infancy 
of their New Strate, 1¢ was impcoiibie for ihem to 
Frame {uch a Body of Laws as migi:: in any toie- 
rable Degree Antwer their Exiitences. appeint- 
ed 3 Eminent Mento go to the Ciues ci Gees, 
which were moft Famous for ther Excellent 
Government and Wife Adminiftration of Ju- 
ftice, to ferch from tbence the belt Laws they 
cou'd find. This was accordingly done and out oi 
thefe Laws the Decemvirs Selected {uch as were 
beft and moft proper for their State, and Ordered 


them to be Written upon 12 Tables of Brafs which. 


were fet up in the Publick Marker, that the People 
mighr the tooner be acquainted with them and un- 
derftand their Dury. But becaufe feveral other 
New Laws were afterwards made thefe were di- 
ftinguifhed by the Name of the Laws of the 12 7- 
bles; and Hiftorians tell us that the Civil Law 
which we have in the Books of Juftinian came 
from thofe Laws, which for their Wifdom and 
Ulefulnefs did (according to the Teftimony of

fophers of the World had Written.
